CHARLEY DAVIS. 


Particulars of His Sadden Death at His 


Home In Oakland. 


Of the death o! Charley Davis, who at 


one time 
resided in Reno, and here 


married Hattie Cross, a sister of Mrs. C. 
H. Stoddard, and who had many friends 
here, as indeed, wherever he was known, 
the Oakland Times of the 2tth instant con- 
tains the following account: 


"Genial, whole-souled Charles E. Davis 


is dead. The news cuno to bis large circle 
of friends on yesterday likf n clap of thun- 
der from a clear sky. 
It seemed Lardly 


possible that the cheery laugh and warm 
hand clasp had been stilled in death. 
His 


was a familiar form on our streets, and no 
one was aware tbat for several months the 
grim spectre had been folding him closer 
and closer in its embrace. 
He was at his 


desk in the County Clerk's office", where he 
has been employed as a registration clerk, 
on Wednesday, but complained of not feel- 
ing well and went home a little alter 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. 
After chatting 


with bis family for a little time he went to 
a drug store for some medicine, came home 
and retired. He was not sufficiently ill to 
occasion alarm, SB for several days he has 
been complaining of not leeliug very well. 
At a little before five o'clock yesterday 
morning his wife was awakened by his 
labored breathing. 
She quickly aroused 


the household, but before medical aid 
could be summoned the loving husband, 
affectionate father, devoted son and faith- 
ful brother had passed beyond the border. 


"Since his death it haa been learned that 


Mr. Davis ha-|been under the treatment of 
Dr. Frank Gallugher for several months for 
heart trouble, which caused his demise. 
He had been advised by his physician that 
tho end uii.ht come.to him suddenly, but 
to his friends he gave no sign that the grave 
a 1 cast its dark shadow _over him, and 
remained the same bright comrade, and 
faithful sunny friend to the last. 


"Charles E. Davis was born in Canada 


forty years ago, and came to the coast with 
his parents when only four years old, and 
has lived hero ever since. For two years, 
since attaining bis majority, he lived in 
Nevada, where he was engaged with a 
United States Survey Corps, and where he 
married his bereaved widow. He was for 
several years employed as traveling sales- 
man for one or two large tobacco houses in 
San Francisco. 
Since then he has been 


occupied as one of the census enumerators, 
and more recently in the County Clerk's 
office. 


"Upon going home on Tuesday evening 


he informed his brother, Mr. F. A. Davis, 
that he experienced a severe shock in the 
region of his heart, which rendered him 
faint for a few moments. 


"Mr. Davis was a member of Oakland 


Lodge, No. 188, F. & A. M., and will be 
boned under its auspices from theMasonio 
Temple at 2 o'elock on Sunday afternoon. 
His widow and two boys, aged 10 and 15 
years, are deeply sympathized with by the 
entire community," 


His life was insured for §3,000.
